Owiog to an embargo placed by the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior upon tbe further listing 
of lands under the school grants named be­ 
low for this State—th a t officer claiming that 
this S u te had already received more than 
she was entitled to—the lists given below are 
the first that have fcein received by the State 
for over three years. 
I t is ascertained that 
in order to remove this bar to further listing 
to California, the Surveyor-General, Mr. 
Sbanklir, found it necessary to make a com­ 
plete ledger statem ent of the condition of 
these vari ms grants, take the same to W ash­ 
ington, and make a critical examination of 
the reo rdsof the General Land Office. 
This 
he did, and the result showed th at the posi­ 
tion taken by the U nited States authorities 
was an erroneous one iu part.

, te d the outcome is shown by the lhts 
th a. vre printed below. 
These, say the offi­

the title to which tracts, as between the S:ate 
and the United States, has been in litigation 
for mu.jy years, and with which litigation 
the general public is very familiar.

The Republicans of the city held a mass 
meeting at the F irst A rtillery Regiment 
A rm ory last evening to hear addresses from 
Governor George C. Perkins and U nited 
States Senator General John F . Miller. 
The Boys in Blue, nnder command of W. 
A. Houghton, received General Miller and 
Governor Perkins at the 7:30 P. M. train 
from San Francisco, and with torches and in 
uniform, and with the F irst Artillery Band, 
escorted those gentlemen to the hall, where 
about 800 people assembled. 
In front of the 
hall blazed a huge bonfire. 
The galleries 
were reserved for ladies and their escorts. 
The meeting wa« called to order by John R i­ 
der, Chairman of the County Central Commit­ 
tee, who anurvnced as < fficers of the evening : 
President—jtlon. W. C. Van Fleet. 
Vice- 
Presidents—W m. Land, 
J . 
R 
W atson, 
Frank Miller, C. H . Hubbard. Hon. T. B. 
M cFarland, Éd. M . M artin, W . A. Hough­ 
ton, Frank Lenoir, Ed.

T. S. Dunn, John Talbot, Fel¡x Tracy, J . D. 
Young, W . E. Terry, Prof. Herm an W in­ 
ters, T. W .

On taking the chair M r. Van Fleet returned 
hiB thanks for the honor, and pastel a brief 
but warm eulogiura upon the gentlemen who 
were to address the meeting. 
H e then intro­ 
duced Senator Miller, who was received with 
loud applause. 
The main topics of General 
M iller s speech covered these public subjects: 
H e considered the campaign first from its na­ 
tío: a’ impcr'ance, reviewed next comparative­ 
ly the records of the two great parties, and came 
then to the local issues in California. 
H e 
examined briefly the Chinese question and 
the Sunday law issue, and then took np the 
railroad qneition, considering it out of poli­ 
tics under the new Constitution. 
He turned 
to 
the 
national history of the Demo­ 
cratic party and its relation to the integrity 
of the Union and the advance made by the 
nation. 
W ith this he compared the works, 
principles and achievements of the Republi­ 
can party, and especially its acts in the last 
Congress, and their effects upon taxpayers. 
General Miller was frequently applauded. 
A fter music by the band. Governor Geo. C. 
Perkins was next introduced. 
H e paid a 
high tiibute to the people of Sacramento for 
many acts of kindness to him. 
H e reviewed 
the pledges made to ths people by the officers 
of the present administration, and held that 
they had been kept. 
He referred next to the 
labor difficulties of three years ago and the 
great change for the better that had fol­ 
lowed. 
Tne 
Republican 
party he next 
pointed to oa its record as a friend if the free 
and oppressed and dow ntrodien. 
He an­ 
nounced his belief in high wages : britfly re­ 
viewed theexpendituresuf theH aight, Booth, 
Irwin and Perkins administrations, and de­ 
clared that the deficiency bills nnder Irw in’s 
administration amounted to upwards of $219,­ 
000, but th at at the cl >se of the present term 
there will not be a dollar of deficiency, save a 
-mall sum f r the transportation of prisoners, 
the insane and soma incidentals. 
Governor Perkins was repeatedly inter­ 
rupted by applause. 
More enthusiasm was 
manifest than a t any previous meeting here 
in this campaign, and the audience at the 
conclusion gave three cheers for the speakers, 
party and ticket. 
A t 11 o’clock last night the “ Boys in 
Blue,’’accompanied by the A rtillery band, 
serenaded General M iller and Governor P er­ 
kins at the Golden Eagle Hotel, and both 
gentlemen appeared and made brief speeches, 
and invited the old veterans in to partake of 
refreshments.
